Our Dollars in This War— 


Have you ever wondered where 
your war dollar goes, exactly how 
Uncle Sam apportions it in the 
great arms program that, in 
authorizations and actual expen- 
ditures has now reached the $160 
billion mark? 

On the basis of the same “break- 
down” that applied to those $160 
billion, Uncle Sam took the dollar 
you invested in war savings stamps 
and put one cent aside for defense 
housing, 3 cents went for miscel- 
laneous expenses, another 3 cents 
went for the pay, subsistence and 
travel costs of our armed forces, 
and a nickel was set aside for the 
construction and maintenance of 
naval and army posts, depots and 
stations. Four cents of your dollar 
went to pay for the aik and war 
supplies we are lend-leasing our 
allies. 

Six cents was for the construc- 
tion of merchant ships which must 
maintain the flow of fuel, weapons 
and goods to troops and ships in 
every part of the globe from the 
south Pacific to Iceland, Mur- 
mansk and the middle east. One 
dime of the dollar was devoted to 
industrial facilities; 11 cents to 
naval ships, from sub-tenders to 
mighty dreadnaughts; 13 cents was 
for munitions and all types of sup- 
plies ranging from army jeeps to 
chemical warfare equipment; to 
aircraft went a whole fifth of your 
dollar, while ordnance—the big 
guns of warfare — claimed 24 cents. 

These ratios naturally aren’t per- 
manent, but they show how vast an 
area the war dollar covers—from 
the nails that go into the building 
of an army camp to the giant 


motors that power the flying 
fortresses.

Citizens Residing at 
Alameda Housing 
Project May Vote, 
Attorney States 


Property Not Exclusive 
Jurisdiction of U.S. 


Government 


Seeking information as to the 
“rights of citizens residing on the 
United States housing project at 
Alameda to register and vote from 
such residence,” James F. Galliano, 
attorney for the central labor coun- 
cil rendered the following opinion 
to the council. He says in part: 

“With respect to the defense 
} housing project at Alameda, the 
facts indicate that the United 
States government did not intend 
to acquire, nor has it acquired ex- 
clusive jurisdiction of the land 
upon which the project exists. Con- 
sequently the property contained in 
the said housing project can be 
considered a part of an election 
precinct for the purpose of quali- 
fying residents thereof to eligibility 
for voting. 

“In view of the above, citizens 
residing in the said housing project 
and otherwise qualified to vote are 
entitled to and may register and 
vote from such residence. 


“The district attorney’s of- 
fice, acting as legal counsel for 
the county clerk’s office has 
confirmed the above and until 
the United States government 
} does in fact acquire exclusive 
| jurisdiction of the said lands 

and thus change the factual 
situation, residents of the said 
defense housing project at Ala- 
meda are not disqualified from 
voting because of their resi- 
dence therein. 

“The attorney general's office 
has not issued an opinion on the 
Alameda housing project. How- 
ever, it has issued an opinion, the 
same being N.S. 4278 in which the 
general subject was considered. In 
this opinion it is stated, ‘It was 
clearly never the intention of the 
congress of the United States to 
accept exclusive jurisdiction over 
the land upon which those (hous- 
ing) projects are situated, for it is 
expressly provided in section 10 of 
the act, the Lanham act (42 U.S.C, 
A. Sec. 1547) ‘acquisition .. . 
shall not deprive any state or 
political subdivision thereof of its 
civil and criminal jurisdiction in 
and over such property, or impair 
the civil rights under the state or 
local law of the inhabitants of such 
property.’ 

“The housing project at Ala- 
meda has been effected pursu- 
ant to the said Lanham act and 
therefore the opinion of the 
attorney general's office may 
be considered as also confirm- 
ative of my opinion herein- 
above expressed.” 

Galliano’s opinion was given to 
the labor council in full this week,

Representatives of more than} 
a half million workers the 
nation’s shipyards have ac- 
cepted an agreement which 
provides for an increase in 
wages in the industry 

The increase in wages wil! aver- 
age about 8 cents an hour and re- 
presents a total of from $125,000,000 
to $150,000,000 in the next year, 
Under the “cost of living’ clauses 
in existing contracts, the workers 
were entitled to increases totaling 
$225,000,000 for the next 12 months. 
Thus, labor’s representatives in the 
first major demonstration endors- 
ing the president's anti-inflation 
program, agreed to relinquish an 
estimated $75,000,000 to $100,000,000 


in wage hikes.

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War Jobs for Women 


As more men are drawn away from civilian duties and added 
to our army and navy, their places can no longer be filled with 
ease by calling upon the unemployed and older persons. Experi- 
enced men must be trained for more responsible work and more 
women must accept employment. 

In this global war our women share the responsibility of all 
citizens by aiding the military effort as well as having their 
usual responsibility to their families. When the home responsi- 
bility will permit, women must have effective responsibility for 
industrial and public service, for they are the chief reserve to 
which we must turn. 

The United States employment service is our national 
agency for registering workers available for industrial work. 
Women who can and wish to volunteer for industrial service 
should register with the nearest office of the employment service 
and get advice on necessary training. Training for war produc- 


tion is given primarily on the job, but persons new to industrial | 


work will find pre-employment training valuable. 

The availability of women workers, registered for work, will 
be a considerable factor in breaking down the prejudices of 
employers who are reluctant to substitute women for men. 

Our unions can help in this necessary transition by maintain- 
ing standard rates on all jobs for all workers and by helping 
the women workers to realize that all employed workers have 
an Obligation to join the union that maintains the standards 
and rights of those working together on the job.—AFL Federa- 
Honist.

Berkeley Citizens To 
Vote On Charter 
Amendment 


Will Permit City Council

With Berkeley in a dangerous

Small Increase 


This will, mean, he said, that a 
taxpayer owning property with a 
market value of $5,000, or an as- 
sessed valuation of $2,850, will pay 
in increased taxes only $7.41, or 
$3.70 on each installment during 
the fiscal year, 1942-43, the year in 
which the charter amendment will 
become operative. For other valua- 
tions see advertisements elsewhere 
in this publication. Voters should 
not be misled by anyone attempt- 
ing to sabotage this measure by the 
use of misleading percentage fig- 
ures, Stone said. 

Next year it is provided that the 
increase will be less, barring a 
major disaster, inasmuch as during 
the fiscal year certain capital in- 
vestments will be made which will 
not have to be made again.
